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CHIPPED 
BY CnILL HAND 


Heaviest Snow Storm of 
the Winter. 


-Reports of Great Damage 
Done by the Cold Come From 
the Ohio and Mississippi Val- 
leys and the Middle West. 
Much Suffering. 


New York, January 14.—The heaviest 
snow storm of the winter fell upon the 
city early this morning and raged un- 
abated all day. At 8 o'clock tonight 
the precipitation measured an even 12 
inches. A north wind brought a rapid 
fall in the temperature. In our hour 
the thermometer fell from 31 degrees 
above zero to 20 above. 

Prospects for tcmorrow at the 
weather bureau tonight indicate great- 
ly increased cold and continued high 
winds. 

Threé persons died in the storm to- 
day from exposure and under-nourish- 
ment. A threatened strike among the 
laborers of the street cleaning depart- 
ment was averted. Added appropria- 
tions made today fer the removal of 
thé last snowfall, which has not. yet 
been fully cleared away, will bring 
the total thus far expended this year tu 
$600,000. A conservative estimate of 
what the present fall will cost exoeedsr 
$£00,000 additional, making the total 
for the year one of the heaviest the 
city has ever been forced to meet. 

‘Great Damage Done. 

Washington, January 14.—With the 
greater force of the storm of the last 
three days spent and moving to the 
east, dispatehes from points in the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio valleys tell of enor- 
mous damage wrought by the cold and 
heavy show. Even with a thaw in 
sight, great apprehension is felt in 
many cities along river banks. 

At St. Louis extensive damage has \ 
been caused by\ an ice gorge. and con- 
ditions there are declared to6 be’ the 
worst in twenty-five years. 

Part of the big bridge over tte Kaw 
river at Kansas City..Kans., has been 
crushed. Further west, in Nebraska 
particulatly, hundreds of cattle are 
dying on the plains from the cold. 

In Michigan and Wisconsin traffic 
conditions are almost demoralized. 
many passenger trains being stalled 
for hours, while freight trains are far 
behind. 

In Chticago and other cities of Iili- 
nois, where there has been a great 
scarcity ,of fuel, the situation is not 
promising, although the railroad man- 
agers believe that by tomorrow some 
rélief will be possible.

COUNTRY’S Wins 


All Companies Virtually 
at His Command. 


New York, January 14.—The Postal 
Telegraph-Cable Company, on petition 
of its vice president, Charles C. 
Adams, obtained an order in the su- 
preme court today permitting the 
company to change its name to the 
Trans-Continental Telegraph Company 
on or after February 17. The petition 
revealed that the Postal Company has 
not been in the overland telegraph 
business for several years. 

“Some years ago,” Mr. Adams stated 
in his affidavit, “the company dis- 
posed of its telegraph business to the 
New England Telegraph Company, 
which has continued the business in 
the name of the Postal.” 

The New Engiané Telephone and 
Telegraph Company is controlled by 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, which owns a ma- 
jority of its stock, as well as a ma- 
jority of the stock of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, which it 
acquired recently by purchase from 
the Gould estate. 

At the time of this sale Clarence H. 
Mackay, president of the Postal sys- 
tem, came out th a statement in 
which he insisted. That competition be- 
tween the various telegraph companies 
was still a very real actuality. It is 
admitted, however, that the Mackay 
companies, which own the Postal sys- 
tem, are also the largest single holder 
of the stock of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. These hold- 
ings amount to $10,000,000, and under 
the conditions of modern corporate 
management, are understood to con- 
stitute an effective working control. 

The situation, as indicated by Vice 
President Adams in his petition today, 
points directly toward a centralized 


ecntrol of the entire telegraph business

“Until we hear from the physicians 
who have the stomach we cannot take 
further action,” said Mr. Jost tonight. 

An unverified rumor tonight was 
that traces of poison were found in 
the stomach of Chrisman Swope, a 
nephew of Colonel Swope, who died on 
December 3, and that this led to the 
exhumation of Colonel Swope's body.

energy and bitterness unparalleled in 
Great Britain in the présent genera- 
tion. Even the Gladstoman home rule 
campaign, which came near destroying 
the liberal party, failed to arouse the 
politicai factions to anything like their 
present vehemence. 

The confilet that opens the ballot 
boxes tOmorrow for the first general 
election since 1906 is a death struggle 
between the two great politica) par- 
ties in the state—the aristocrats and 
the democrats. “Vote to protect the 
vote,” is the exhortation addressed to 
the people tonight by the leading lib- 
eral organ, and it then succinctly por- 
trayS how the conflict presents itself 
to the liberals.

Mr. Balfour had left his position open 
to strong attack from tus opponents 
because he has not given the slightest 
indication of the details of his intended 
tariff, except that he committed him- 
self to the assurance that no duty 
would be placed on raw cotton. 

Features of Campaign. 

The campaign has been notable be- 
yond all previous election struggles in 
Engiand in the enormous use of picture 
posters and similar devices. The tariff 
reformers even opened shops in differ- 
ent districts in order to display sam- 
ples of foreign imports “dumped” into 
England. This led to amusing inci- 
dents—amecng them the discovery in 
one case that an alleged American 
chair had really been made in London. 

The question of the cost of food in 
the United States and Germany also 
was illustrated in a similar manner. 
There were displays made of British 
and German bread as object lessons. 
and there was much trouble over the 
liberal allegations that the German 
poor subsisted on unpalatable black 
bread and horse flesh. Then a Ger- 
man baker in London came forward 
to testify that the alleged black rve 
bread was a luxury and that he had a 
contract to. supply it regularly to 
Buckingham palace. 

With regard to the principals in the 
campaign, David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, with his racy, 
breezy style of oratory, easily was 
first as an electioneer, being follow- 
ed closely by Winstin Spencer- 
Churchill, president of the Board of 
Trade. and John Burns, president of 
the local government board. The op- 
position had fewer effective speakers 
and the peers, who, for the first time 
broke a tradition not to participate 
in an election struggle. rather hin- 
dered than advanced their cause by 
their tactless manner in dealing with 
audiences. 
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Neither side neglected any possible 
detail of organization to insure 
tory. The liberals tried hard 
avoid what to them was one of their 
greatest dangers, namely, triangular 
contests due to the intrusion of la- 
borites, but despite their efforts, 
there still are fifty seats where there 
are a possibility of the liberal con- 
stituency returning a unionist mem- 
ber through this cause. 

The unionist free traders appear to 
be decided to support the tariff re- 
formers. Lord Hugh Cecil, one of their 
leaders, announced his decision to this 
course because of the injection into 
the election of many issues other than 
tiscal ones. 

Regarding Tariff Reform. 

In @ final appeal to their constitu- 
ents, Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamberlain 
tonight issued a joint manifesto to 
the country. It says: 

“Tariff reform will not increase the 
cost Of living of the working classes 
nor the proportion of taxation paid by 
them, but it will enable us to reduce 
the present tax on articles of working 
class consumption and develop our 
trade with Brit'sh dominions beyond 
the seas.” 

Mr. Balfour aiso issued a brief man- 
ifesto under his own signature, saying: 

“This is an election whose far-reach- 
ing importance no man can measure. 
The results ntust be for good or for 
evil, must affect the employment of 
our people, the security of our shores 
and the greatness of our empire. 

Mr. Lioyd-George in his final mes- 
sage says: 

“T hope the British eiectors§ will 
stand by the privileges nobly won by 
cur ancestors, and refuse to barter 
either the freedom of our institutions 
er commerce for the mess of thin pot- 
tage offered by the protectionists.” 

In an election speech as Islington to- 
night, John Burns predicted that the 
next revolution’ would arise in the 
United States, owing to class antagon- 
ism, due to the protectionist system. 

The house of commons consists of 
670 members, and taking into cOnsider- 
ation the three ¢andidates returned 
unopposed today by the unionists, there 
still remain 667 seats tobe filled dur- 
ing the general election. Of these, 
England will return 462, Wales 390, 
Scotiand 72 and fIreland 103. When

New Laws Needed for Water- 


ways, Reclamation and 
Forest Preservation 


Washington, January 14.—When the 
reading of the president's special con- 
servation message in the house had 
been concluded, a roar of applause 
arose from the republican side, and 
several democratic members joined in 
the demonstration. 

To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 


In my annual message I reserved the} 


subject of the conservation of our 
natural resources for discussion in a 
special message, as follows: 

In several departments there is pre- 
sented the necessity for legislation 
looking te the further conservation of 
our natural resources, and the subject 
la one of such importance as to re- 
Quire a more detailed and extended 
discussion than can be entered upon in 
this communication. For this reason

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congress now, bya statute, to vali- 
date the withdrawals which have been 
made by the secretary of the interior 
and the president, and to authorize 
the secretary of the interior tem- 
porarily to withdraw lands pending 
submission to congress of recommen- 
cations as to legislation to meet con- 
ditions or emergencies as they arise. 
Classification of Lands. 

One of the most pressing needs in 
the matter of public land reform is 
that lands should be classified ac- 
cording to their principal value or 
use. This ought to be done by that 
department whose force is best adapt- 
ed to that work. It should be done 
by the interior department through 
the geological survey. Much of the 
confusion, fraud and contention which 
has existed in the past has arisen 
from the lack of an official and de- 
terminative classification of the pub- 
lic lands and their contents, 

It is now proposed to dispose of 
agricultural lands, as,such, and at the 
same time to reserve for other dispo- 
sition the treasure of coal, oil, as- 
phaltum, natural gas and phosphate 
contained therein. This may be best 
accomplished by separating the right 
to mine from the title to the surface, 
giving the necessary use of so much 
of the latter as may be required for 
the extraction of the deposits. The 
surface might be disposed of as agri- 
cultural land, under the general agri- 
cultural statutes, whtle the coal, or

In 1860 we had a public domain of 
1,055,911,288 acres. We have now 781,-

$68,035,975 acres of land in Alaska. 

The public lands were during the 
exrliest administrations, treated as a 
national asset for the liquidation 
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lease on a royalty basis, with pro-* 
visions requiring a certain amount of

poses of monopoly with other water 
power sites, and under conditions that 
shall limit the right efeuse to not ex- 
ceeding fifty years, with proper means 
for determining a reasonable grad- 
uated rental, and with some equitable 
provision for fixing terms of renewal, 
it would seem entirely possible to pre- 
vent the absorption of these most use- 
ful lands by a power monopoly. 

As long as the government retains 
control and can prevent their improper 
union with other plants, competition 
must be maintained and prices kept 
reasonable. 

In considering the conservation of 
the natural resources of the country, 
the future that transcends al! others, 
including woods, waters, minerals, is 
the soil of the country. It is incumb- 
ent upon the government to foster by 
all available means the resources of 
the country that produce the food 
of the people. To this end the con- 
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servation:of the soils of the country ; 


should be cared for with all means 
at the government's disposal. Their 
productive powers should have the at. 
tention of our scientists, that we may 
conserve the new soils, improve the 
old soils, drain wet soils, ditch swamp 
soils, levee river overflow so!fls, grow 
trees on thin soils, pasture hillside 
solis, rotate crops On all soils, dis- 
cover methods for cropping dry land 
soils, find grasses and legumes for all 
soils, feed grain and mill feed on the 
farms where they originate, that the 
soils from which they come may be 
enriched. 
Work Being Carried On. 

A work of the utmost importance, to. 
inform and instruct the publfe on this 
ehief branch of the conservation of 
our resourees, is being carried on sic- 
cessfully in the department of agri- 
culture; but it ought not to escape 
public attention that state action, in 
addition to that of the department of 
agriculture: (as, for instance, in the 
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drainage of swamp lands) is essential 
to the best treatment of the soils in 
the manner above indicated. 

The act by which, in semi-arid parts 
of the public domain, the area of the 
homestead has been enlarged from 160 
to 320 acres, has resulted most bene- 
ficially in the extension of “dry farm- 
ing’ and in the demonstrations which 
have been made of the possibility, 
through a variation in the character 
and mode of culture, of raising sub- 
stantial crops without the presence of 
such a supply of water as has been 
heretofore thought to be necessary for 
agriculture. 

But there are millions of acres of 
completely arid land in the public 
domain which, by the establishment 
of reservoirs for the storing of water 
and the irrigation of the lands, may 
be made much more fruitful and pro- 
ductive than the best lands in a ecli- 
mate where the moisture comes from 
the cfouds. Congress recognized the 
importance of this method of arti- 
ficial distribution of water on the arid 
lands by the passage of the reclama- 
tion act. The proceeds of the public 
lands created a fund to build the 
works needed to store and furnish the 
necessary water, and it was left to the 
secretary of the interior to determine 
what projects should be selected among 
those suggested, and to direct the 
reclamation service, with the funds at 
hand and through the engineers in 
its employ. to construct the works. ‘ 

No one can visit the far west and 
the country, of arid and semi-arid lands 


years Or more. tO be taken up by the 
proceeds of returfs to .the reclamation 
fund, which returns, as the years go 
On, will increase rapidly in amount. 
There is no doubt at all if these 
bonds were to be allowed to run ten 
years, the proceeds from the public 
lands, together with the rentals for 
water furnished through the completed 
enterprises, would qyickly create a 
sinking fund large enough to retire 
the bonds within the time specified. I 
hope that, while the statute shall pro- 
vide that these bonds are to-be paid 
out of the reclamation fund, it, will 
be drawn in such a way as te sesure

at the lowest rate, and that 
the credit of the United. States will 
be pledged for their redemption. 

I urge consideration of the recom- 
mendations of, the secrétary of the in- 
terior in his annual report for amend- 
ments of the reclamation act, propos- 
ing other relief for settlers on these 
projects. 

Respecting the comparatively small 
timbered areas on the public domain 
not included in national forests because 
of their isolation or their special value 
for agricultural or mineral purposes, 
it is apparent from the evils resulting 
by various imperfections of existing 
laws for the disposition of timber 
lands. that the acts of June 3, 1878, 
should be repealed, and a law enacted 
for the disposition of the timber at 
public sale, the lands, after the removal 
of the timber, to be subject to ap- 
propriation under the agricultural or 
mineral land laws. 

Upholds Secretary. 

WhatI have said is really an epitome 
of the recommendations of the secre- 
tary of the interior in regard to the 
future conservation of the public do-

“Salvation Nell” 
exploits with unmerring: precision and 


convincing reality a phase of urban 
conditions which cannot be waved 
aside. The story of the play is simple, 
straightforward, and without the re- 
iief of counter-plot worthy of mention. 

“Nel) Sanders” (later “Salvation 
Nell”) has a fellow—she's his girl. The 
fellow ds Jim Platt, marvelously well 
played by. Holbrook Blinn. Jim Kills 
a man who js trying to get his girl, 
who is then a scrubwoman in a tough 
bar. Jim is sent up the road for ten 
years, but -gets eut two years sooner 
than ‘he full term. In the meantime, 
little Jim is born, and Nell becomes a 
captain in the Salvation Army. Jim 
returns, tries to get her to return to 
the old life. Shé refuses, and he leaves 
her to take part. in a robbery—-but at 
the last minute he holds out. At a sal- 
vation meeting he sees her, and seeks 
to influence her again. but fails. He 
comes back to the salvation head- 
quarters in time to hear her make a 
talk, and she wing him to a reforma- 
tiun, and to a wedding. 

Roughly sketched, ‘that is the story 
of the play, but’ it represents little of 
the plot, because the high-light of 
character is, missing. _Mrs. Fiske may 
have lost seme of-the bloom of youth, 
but she. has ripened more than ever as 
that rare type ’f ‘actréss-star who 
believes that the best company is none 
too good to give support. After the 
piay, the memory is full of the: spirit 
and growth and influence of “Salvation 
Nell,” but less of the acting of Mrs 
Fiske than Of that of Holbrook Blinn 
(Jim Platt), Winifred Voorhees (Myrtle 
Odell). Alice John (Hallelujah ,Mag- 
gie), W. T. Clark (Sid J. McGovern), 
‘and Gilda Varesi (Mrs. Baxter). And 
of these the sustained characterization 
of Jim Platt, by Holbrook Blinn, ar 
times domniated the scenes, and 
throughout was dramatically excellent: 
light, fancy, foaglish Myrtle Odell was 
made to live by Winifred Voorhees. 

What about Mrs. Fiske? Mrs. Fiske 
‘s always good. Her portrayal of “Sal- 
vation Nelli” was perhaps too much re- 
pressed; but Mrs. Fiske appeared 
scarcely at herselfin strength.

WILL HURT TOWNS 


May Make Case With In- 
terstate Commission. 


Advance in Rates Effective To- 
day Is Seriously Objected To 


Towns --- Protest to the Rail- 
road Commission. 


As the result of increased freight 
rates on interstate shipments through 
Atlanta to Georgia towns, involving 
an average raise of about 10 cents 
per 100 pounds, the state railroad 
commission has been asked to make a 
ease before the interstate commerce 
commission to have these rates an- 
nulled, on the ground that they are 
unjust and exorbitant. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the commission by Hon. R. 
N. Hardeman, of Jefferson, a member 
of the legislature, who, as attorney 
in the matter, represents the towns of 
Louisville, Bartow, Wadley, Wrens 
and Spread. 

But practically every other Georgia 
town which is a non-competitive point 
is deeply interested, it is said. 

These increases are scheduled to go 
into effect today, and the effect is to 
add an average of 10 cents per 100 
pounds on all interstate freight ship- 
ped to these points on the basis of 
Atlanta. 

The increase on first and second- 
class freight is 10 cents per hundred; 
on class A, 7 cents; — B, 8 cents, 
and so on. 

It is said that these seaside will 
mean heavy additional expense in the 
aggregate to merchants at the points 
affected. 

Mr. Hardeman has filed a petition 
asking the railroad commission to 
make a complaint against these rates 
to the interstate commerce commission, 
with a view to having them declared 
unreasonable,

Gardner, of Massachusetts, issued an- 
other statement, @aying that “an un- 
derstanding had been reached.” The 
statement, which was givén out by 
Representative Hayes, follows: 

“It is true that a understanding has 
been reached that we shall attend the 
caucus about to be held for the cholce 
of the republican members of the in- 
vestigating committee, The question 
of future conferences, however, is one 
on which there has been no agree- 
ment.’ 

Democrats' Want Theirs. 


The democrats of the house an- 
nounced today that they would hold a 
caucus Saturday night. to name the 
minority members of the committee to 
investigate the Ballinger-Pinchot af- 
fair. The democrats insist upon their 
right to name the minority members 
of the committee, and if the majority 
declines to allow it, there is a pros- 
pect of a G@emocratic-republican in- 
surgent alliance upon the question. 
The insurgents say they are contend- 
ing merely for a fair committee, and 
care not who are its: members. 

Statement by President. 

The following statement was given 
out by President Taft: 

‘It has bee, agreed between the 
regular republicans and the’‘so-called 
insurgents, represented by Mr. 
Dwight, on the one hand, and Mr. 
Hayes on the other, after conferences 
with the president, that a caucus 
should be held to .pass upon the ques- 
tion of the committee in the. interior 
department investigation, with the as- 
surance that the insurgents, if they 
came into the caucus, would be treat- 
ed fairly, and that a committee of ac- 
knowledged impartiality, would be ap- 
pointed. A further agreement was 
foreshadowed that the caucuses should 
be held from time to time to which 
all elected as republicans should be 
invited to take up the various meas- 
ures recommended by the administra- 
tion as performances of party pledges, 
the subject of each caucus to be an- 
nounced in vance.”’ 

Statement by Dwight. 

The statement of Réeprésentative 
Dwight, the republican whip of the 
house, concerning the reported under- 
standing between the regulars and in- 
surgents was as follows: 

“The questions of the past have 
been forgotten. The tariff bill is no 
longer a matter for discussion, / the 
speakership fight is énded. The ques- 
tlon of the rules is not now an issue.

_. OF NEARLY ONE CENT 


Most Exciting Day of Scams oun 
New York ce: mt pgoged 
Toward the Close. 


New York, January 14.—Sensationai 
as previous breaks have been since the 
downward movement in the cotton 
commented about ten days ago, the 
most spectacular developments oc- 
curred during today’s late. trading, 
‘when it is reported part of the big 
concentrated line that had been carried 
by one of the largest of the southern 
bulls came on the market, driving 
March contracts down to 13.50 and May 
to 13.70. There was a recovery of from 
20 to 84 points in the last few min- 
utes, and while the market was very 
excited and irregular, the closing tone 
was steadier, at a decline of from 6 to 
87 points, generally 77 to 87 points 
lower on the active months. After 
the close, it was reported that all of 
the holdings of the big bull leader re- 
ferred to, which had not been liqui- 
dated during the day, had been taken 
over by a syndicate of large spot in- 
terests who hadbeen short of May 
contracts.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York. January 14.—Bradstreet's 
tomorrow will.say that reports as 10 
trade and transportation reflect varia- 
tions of weather irregularity, affecting 
sales and movement of farm products 
and coal supplies and of spring goods 
to various markets. Retail trade in 
winter goods has been helped by cold, 
stormy weather and the usual Janu- 
ary price revisions. <A very fair vol- 
ume of reorders is reported by jobbers, 
while the volume of orders for spring 
reaching wholesale’houses from travel- 
ers is fairly good. Transportation 
lines, particularly in the north and 
west, have been hampered by stormy 
weather. and the: movement of crops 
has been interfered with. Something 
approaching coa} famine still exists 
ai many western points. Buiding op- 
erations have naturally been retarded 
by stormy weather. and there is prom- 
ise of some damage on western rivers 
from ice gorges. Indoor industrials 
seem to be actively employed. notably 
iron and steel and shoe manufacturing. 
rést répérts a8 to new business in iren 
and steel come from the west. while 
ea®tern markets are rather quiet. 
There is some disappointment at the 
volume of buying of rails by eastern 
roads. Collections have been inter- 
fered with. by interruption to erop 
movement, and are rather irregular, 
especially from country districts. 

The queséion of high prices is being 
consideréd by many manufacturers, 
who are finding higher prices for raw 
materials and requests for advances 


in wages.
